8 Persons Killed in Irish Violence 


BELFAST (AP) - British 
troops and police sealed off the 
main highway out of Belfast on 
Sunday after eight persons were 
killed in the biggest outbreak of 
violence in Northern Ireland 
since Londonderry’s “Bloody 
Sunday” in January. 
Eight miles of the Ml High­ 
way linking Belfast and Dublin 
were closed after rioting broke 
out 
between 
stone-throwing 
mobs of rival Protestants and 
Roman Catholics. 
Troops diverted traffic away 
from the area. 
A match and kerosene facto­ 
ry was set ablaze 500 yards 
from 
the 
highway. Youths 


threw stones at firemen fight­ 
ing the flames. 
Barricades that had been 
torn down by the army in vari­ 
ous parts of Belfast were being 
restored by residents in Catho­ 
lic areas, They said they feared 
a “Protestant backlash.” 
As trouble flared in the 
streets of this bomb-blasted 
capital, gunfire opened up in 
the Catholic Ballymurphy dis­ 
trict. An army spokesman said 
the shooting was not directed at 
troops, but involved rival civil­ 
ian groups,

the scene Saturday of a huge 
blast that wrecked Kelly’s Bar. 
The explosion wounded 63 per­ 
sons and was followed bv a 
three-hour gun battle in which 
three civilians and one soldier 
were killed. Two more civilians 
were killed in other shooting in­ 
cidents, 
The body of another young 
man, riddled with bullets, was 
found Sunday in the Protestant 
Shankill Road area. 
His death and Saturday’s toll 
brought the number of victims 
to 325 in nearly three years of 
sectarian strife in Northern Ire­ 
land.

State Income Tax Deadline Today 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
Taxpayers have until midnight 
Monday to get their Pennsylva­ 
nia income tax returns in the 
mail. After that, the Revenue 
Department will start assessing 
penalties. 
Returns postmarked after the 
deadline will mean an interest 
charge of one-half of I per cent 
a month plus an additional pen­ 
alty of 5 per cent a month, up 
to a maximum 25 per cent, of 
the tax liability. 
Director of the income tax 
bureau, David Davies, said 
over the weekend about one 
million of the 4.5 million tax­ 
payers subject to the tax have 
yet to file. However, he said he 
didn’t 
expect 
many 
delin­ 
quencies, indicating many tax­ 
payers were waiting until the 


last minute to file the 2.3 per 
cent flat tax. 
The tax, created last year 
after a 5 per cent state income 
tax which allowed deductions 
and exemptions similar to the 
federal tax was ruled uncon­ 
stitutional, applies to income 
received from June 1-Dec. 31, 
1971. 
'The original April 17 filing 
deadline was extended until 
May 15 by Revenue Secretary 
Robert Kane, but no additional 
extension was expected. 
About $550 million of an an­ 
ticipated $772 million has been 
collected under the 2.3 per cent 
tax, Davis said. An additional 
$136 million was withheld under 
the old 5 per cent tax and the 
state is using that to offset 
taxes due under the 2.3 per 
cent levy.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. war­ 
planes have cut the heart of 
North Vietnam’s supply net­ 
work by destroying the Thanh 
Hoa “Dragon’s Jaw” bridge 80 
miles south of Hanoi, the 7th 
Air Force announced Sunday.

Philadelphia's Expo 
Fate Will be Decided 
PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) 
- 
The fate of Philadelphia’s mul­ 
ti-million dollar bid to host the 
nation’s 200th birthday celebra­ 
tion may finally be decided this 
week. 
And the man to make the fi­ 
nal decision on the 1:976 Bicen­ 
tennial Exposition will be Pres­ 
ident Richard M. Nixon. 
On Tuesday the 50-member 
American Revolution Bicenten­ 
nial Commission will meet in 
Boston to decide whether to 
recommend Philadelphia's expo 
plans for the President’s ap­ 
proval. 
Later in the week Nixon will 
decide if the U.S. should com­ 
mit between $600 and $700 mil­ 
lion over the next four years to 
support the project. The U.S. 
Department of Commerce and 


the Office of Management and 
the Budget will also make rec­ 
ommendations to Nixon. 
Philadelphia officials, how­ 
ever, are not confident that the 
Expo, which has been over ten 
years and $3 million in the 
planning stage, will ever rise 
out of its planned site on the 
flat, marshy ground of the 
East wick section of the city. 
Banker John R. Bunting, 
chairman of the Bicentennial 
Corp., and Mayor Frank L. 
Rizzo have both pronounced 
the city's expo plan “virtually 
dead.” 
Bunting blamed “politics and 
the international situation” for 
killing 
Philadelphia’s 
expo 
plans. Rizzo said Philadelphia 
should proceed even if there is 
no federal money for an inter­ 
national fair.

Welfare Recipients May Face Month Without Money

800,000 
welfare 
recipients face a month with­ 
out money unless the House 
changes its mind on a $54 mil­ 
lion appropriation to the Wel­ 
fare Department. 
Department officials say the 
present funds will run out Fri­ 
day.Although checks to be written 
in the coming week will give 
most reliefers what they need 
to last out May, aid to the poor 
in 11 counties may be delayed, 
according to Welfare Secretary 
Helene Wohlgemuth, unless the 
legislature acts this week. 


The House voted down the 
deficiency appropriation last 
week, 112 to 78, despite appeals 
from the Welfare Department 
that the entire amount was 
needed to balance its budget 
for the current fiscal year, end­ 
ing June 30. 


CUT $70 M IL L IO N 
Last summer, when the legis­ 
lature passed its tax and budg­ 
et program: for the current fis­ 
cal year, it cut $70 million from 
the department’s request for 
public assistance funds, without 
lowering the amounts of indi­ 
vidual payments to the blind, 
disabled, 
elderly, 
dependent 


children or those on general as­ 
sistance. 
House 
Democratic leaders 
said they are confident the defi­ 
ciency appropriation will pass 
the next time it comes up, 
probably Tuesday. Ward meet­ 
ings in Philadelphia make a 
Monday vote unlikely although 
both chambers are due to meet 
then. 
The measure would then go 
to the Senate, where a vote 
would be possible Thursday if 
the chamber stays in session 
that late in the week.

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New School Needed 


Residents in the Upper Perkiomen 
School District are worried and they 
have a decision to make, an important 
one that requires immediate attention. 
They have been told that to provide 
the education they want and demand for 
their children, they will have to pay for 
it. They are afraid of high taxes. They 
don’t want their youngsters to be packed 
in crowded, inconvenient classes no more 
than they want mediocre teachers. 
But they have to pay" for it. 
What the Perkiomen Valley School 
District, the newest district in the area. 
needs is a new high school. The school 
directors, whom the people themselves 
elected to office, the engineers and archi­ 
tects who were consulted on the project. 
and 
even students and teachers have 
agreed. 
Some of the taxpayers also agreed 
but not as many as in recent weeks. 
The new school proposal was very 
much a part of the plans when the form­ 
er Perkiomen Joint and Schvvenksville 
Union School Systems merged in July, 
1969. 
Of course, this would bring in more 
students 
from 
more 
communities but 
there also would be more taxpayers to 
split the cost, the school officials reason­ 
ed. 
What they didn't expect was the stam­ 
mering, the accusations, and the protests. 
The board made final arrangements 
for ground for the new school in the fall 
of 1970 and hopefully, the new high school 
was to be completed by this fall. 


But the directors fought hard and pur­ 
chased the land, fortunately, because each 
delay costs more money. So despite some 
taxpayers’ objections, that much was ac­ 
complished. 
Then at a school board meeting last 
year, when the directors were prepared 
to start construction, loud voices from the 
public halted that decision. 
But who suffered? 
People in the bedroom communities 
that make up the district are proud of 
their spacious homes, some decorated 
most graciously. 
They l i k e the open 
space, the wide 'yards that permit above 
ground pools and shaded picnic areas. 
But how can they be proud of the 
school to which they send their young­ 
sters everyday? 
They don’t want homes with shabby 
rooms and chipped p a i n t , and they 
wouldn’t think of pushing all their chil­ 
dren into one room, of the house. 
But they have to pay. So did Upper 
Perkiomen, so did the people in Owen 
J. Roberts and so do the Lower Potts- 
grove residents. Perkiomen Valley tax­ 
payers aren’t alone, neither are they dif­ 
ferent. 
But if they don’t act soon and if they 
don’t permit the school board to do what’s 
right in the name of education, and a bet­ 
ter than average education than that, 
they’re going to pay even more for the 
delays. 
To halt this much needed school is not 
common sense. Neither is it a good les­ 
son in economics. 


Olympic Inflation 


The West Germans, who will be hosts 
for the Olympic Summer Games, have 
discovered not all amateurs involved will 
be on the playing fields. Those in charge 
of financial preparations for the event 
have missed their cost estimates widely. 
Estimates of the cost in preparing 
Munich for the games were slightly more 
than S100 million. 
It has now passed 
$545 million — $130 million for operations 
and $415 million for facilities. The lat­ 
ter will include a 4.800-unit housing proj­ 
ect at a cost of $142 million. 


The Worry Clinic 


The government is picking up 45 per­ 
cent of the cost, but after admission re­ 
ceipts and other expected revenues, the 
Olympic Organizing Committee figures 
it wifi still be $250 million in the red. 
German ingenuity will be tested to the 
utmost to make up the difference. 
As the contestants and their entour­ 
ages flow into Munich later this year, 
their attention will be captured by the 
beauty of the Alps and the Bavarian 
countryside. But it will be the promoters, 
if successful, who «'ill deserve the acco­ 
lades.

All Around the Town 


School Cellar Dug 
2 Feet Below Drain 
By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Area Historian 
A recent column on education before ^ the ad­ 
vent of million dollar school jointures and the re­ 
sulting accomplishment of youth growing up in 
an environment lacking in modern luxuries was 
written as much for the amusement of present 
day school board members as for any enlighten­ 
ment they might derive therefrom. A number 
of people commented on this particular column. 
We are therefore ready to offer a few additional 
thoughts on educational subject matter. 
The first tidbit appears as a letter addressed 
to the editors, Feb. 12, 1878: 
“Permit me through our paper to call the 
attention of the School Directors of Pottsgrove 
township, to the school house on the Swamp Road, 
the school which is kept by Mr. Fremont Kep­ 
ler. The house was built three years ago, and 
the cellar was dug two feet below the drain; 
there is more or less water in it the whole year, 
which cannot get out, and this makes the house 
very damp. 
“There are ten of the scholars now sick with 
scarlet fever and sore throat, and it is a wonder 
that there are not more. The school directors 
cannot plead ignorance of the fact, as they were 
careful to have the coal box raised above the 
drain hole, and a board walk to correspond from 
the steps. It Is customary to select the best men 
for office who are willing to work for the best 
interests of their constituents. I am well aware 
that none of the gentlemen composing this board 
would allow water to stagnate in their cellars 
one year without finding a remedy to have the 
nuisance removed . . . 
— A Citizen,” 
Mistakes will happen, we suppose, though how 
someone could have approved a cellar drain high­ 
er than the floor itself is pretty difficult to under­ 
stand. Yet such a schem e would have built-in 
advantages overlooked by the letter writer. The 
teacher would not have so far to send Johnny 
whenever he developed a dirty face or hands . . . 
Love of certain teachers is still recalled by 
this column. 
Affection of teachers for their 
charges comes through in the ancient type, no 
matter how long ago. Time can never dim the 
memory and warm the heart of Alice Frick. On 
her 30 or 40 dollars a month she still was able 
to afford small treats for her class. 
One Sept. 1 — we assume school classes had 
just opened — Miss Frick marched her pupils 
into Schwab’s ice cream emporium and “had 
them furnished with ice cream and cakes.” Dur­ 
ing various months of May, we repeatedly find 
her taking her class “Maying,” where the boys 
and girls would spend a pleasant time in the 
groves near town. 
Miss Frick is singled out simply as symbolic 
of all early teachers — this fine teacher-student 
relationship seemed not unusual. Each teacher 
appeared anxious to establish pleasant memories 
within the child’s mind to be cherished through­ 
out the years ahead. 
We are rather delighted to find mention of 
what appears to have been the first telephone in­ 
stallation in town. This occurred no more than 
15 months following the description of an experi­ 
ment in voice transmission at Cambridge between 
Alexander Graham Bell and Thomas Watson, a 
manufacturer. 
In the Pottstown instance we had no commer­ 
cial telephone company as yet — the users sim­ 
ply rigged a line between the trees bordering 
High street and talked to one another when in 
the course of human events this might be desir­ 
able.

Mrs. Grater plans to retire

“They don’t teach Latin in 
junior high schools any more.” 
she said. “But until this year 
I had six classes of Latin and 
this year I have five.” 
The approach to teaching the 
language 
has 
changed 
in

reasons for its being taught at 
all. 
“Originally Latin was taught 
purely from the standpoint of 
verb forms, noun forms and 


translations. Now we connect it 
with English and other nodern 
languages as well as science, 
the arts and other subjects.”

SPANS COLLAPSE 
In 1888 three of its spans 
collapsed in a high wind and 
were replaced with an iron 
structure. The remaining two 
spans stood until 1942 when high

according to Miss Harley. 
At that time the current steel 
bridge was put up. 
Many lesser bridges went the 
way of the Kenilworth bridge

George Grebe, Schwenksvilie, 
put 40 miles on the odometer 
of his new motorcycle Thur­ 
sday.

Storming The Ramparts — 
The annual spring ‘*3853011” on 
Capitol Hill is under way as 
elementary and s e c o n d a r y 
school kids from, d i s t r i c t s 
throughout the state, with the 
regularity of spring-po p p i n g 
crocuses, disgorge from their 
orange-yellow buses for tours 
of the mound. 
By the time the locust-like 
.descent of the moppet and not- 
so-moppet brigades from the 
classrooms peters out, the lat­ 
ter part of next month, several 
thousand school children will 
have passed through the por­ 
tals of Pennsylvania's state go­ 
vernment to see for themselves 
the vast operation. 
They’ll tour the ultra-modern 


State Museum (a highlight), vi­ 
sit the outer sanctum of the 
governor’s office, tour the or­ 
nate, e l d e r l y and historical 
main Capitol building, and if 
the legislature is in session (as 
was the case last week) be 
welcomed officially by name in 
the State House of Representa­ 
tives and State Senate. 
Rain or shine, they come — 
invariably courteous and con­ 
siderate and welcomed by the 
Capitol Guide Corps — the old­ 
er ones accompanied by a few 
faculty members, the younger 
ones shepherded by puffing vo­ 
lunteer mothers and classroom 
teachers (many of whom in 
younger years made the same 
tour as school kids, themselves). 
One of the highlights, parti­ 
cularly among the moppet bri­ 


gade. seems to be the replica 
of the cracked Liberty 
Bell 
mounted on a stand on the 
plaza between the round, win- 
dowless State Museum and the 
heavily windowed State Tran­ 
sportation Building. 
One For The Road? — It 
I 
was only a few years ago that 
Pennsylvania’s legislature auth­ 
orized the use of metallic studs 
in tires, the idea of course be­ 
ing to keep the family jitney 
on the highway on a more 
respectable basis during winter 
snow and ice. 
Opponents at the time wail­ 
ed loudly that such metallic 
studs would ruin highways and 
byways — but special studies by 
Pennsylvania’s I a w m, a. k I n g 
greats produced evidence that, 
bosh, tire studs would do no 


more harm than a spilled glass 
of milk. 
In some recent years, how­ 
ever, highway tests have shown 
that the leetle studs do indeed 
wear down highway surfaces — 
so much so in fact that some 
states 
have 
banned 
studded 
tires. 
Pennsylvania may be next in 
line. A bill in the legislature 
would make it illegal for any 
person to operate a motor ve­ 
hicle on any highway within 
the 
commonwealth 
equipped 
with tires containing metallic 
studs. 
Seeing Eye To Eye — It’s ap­ 
parent that Gov. M i l t o n J. 
Shapp and his fellow Demo­ 
crat in the State House of Re­ 
presentatives, Kent Shelhamer 
of Berwick, do not see eye to 
eye on the question of whether 


the 
state 
attorney 
general 
should be appointed by his ex­ 
cellency (as .is now the case) 
or elected statewide. 
Under terms of a bill intro­ 
duced by Rep. Shelhamer, the 
commonwealth’s number one le­ 
gal officer and advisor would 
be elected 
by the populace, 
for, as Shelhamer opines: 
“ In all too many cases his 
decisions have been dictated by 
the front office and do not re­ 
flect the viewpoint of the peo­ 
ple. The attorney general serves 
the whims and wishes of the 
governor, because if he does- 
not as an appointed official, he 
can easily be dismissed.” 
In a no-mince stand, fellow 
Democrat S h a p p succinctly 
summed up his feelings with: 
“I would oppose this.”

alone as Garbo He is churlish 
with his publishers, with Para­ 
mount Pictures, free-lancers and 
the public in general. 
He can afford to be. He is 
“in” for only two per cent of 
Par amount’s film of his book. 
But

$1,000',000 a day — and will 
easily sweep past such great 
moneymakers as: “Birth of a

“Sound of Music,” etc. 
But that’s almost secondary. 
The book, published by Put­ 
nam, has sold half a million 
hard-cover copies. Translations 
galore are coming out abroad. 
As of last Th.ursd.ay, 'the pocket- 
book edition, published by Faw­ 
cett, had. topped 10.280.000. Pub­ 
lishing and film options on his 
“Godfather” 
sequel 
reach 
a 
quarter of a million m o r e 
bucks. 
The story of Don . Corleone 
and the furies that surrounded 
him has sold more copies in 
its relatively short life than 
any other book since the in­ 
vention of movable type1. Yet 
it had a most difficult time get- 
' ting printed at all. 
Puzo had laid two bombs at 
Atheneum 
publishers 
house 
when he went to the office one 
day, a bit the worse for wear, 
and asked for an advance of 
$5.000 on “The Godfather.” He 
had 
finished 
only 
the 
first 
chapter and scantily outlined 
the rest. 
Atheneum. turned him down. 
The round little hack toted 
his goods to Putnam,.. Putnam 
somewhat reluctantly agreed to 
buy it for $1.000 down, $2,000 
to be paid at some later stage 
in 
the 
book’s 
development, 
and, another $2,000 when it was 
finished and accepted. 
Then Puzo took his “God­ 
father” over to Paramount Pic­ 
tures, 
and 
someone 
t h e r e 
thought well enough of the gen­ 
eral idea to take an option, 
for 
$25,800. That didn’t last 
long Puzo is an unreconstruct­ 
ed 
gambler. He returned to 
Putnam, four months after the 
first visit, with the book still 
■unfinished. He wanted another 
advance and was turned down 


In galley proof, and a set of 
the galleys fell into the hands 
of Ralph 
Daigh of Fawcett, 
who was vacationing in. Nan­ 
tucket. Daigh read it in one 
sitting, then called. Putnam and 
asked if there had been any 
paperback offers for the book. 
Putnam said, “Yes, one for 
$35.000.” 
“ I’ll give you $350.000 for it 
right now,” Daigh said. 
The man at Putnam said, 
“I’ll have to ask his agent.” 
A. few weeks later, Putnam 
called Daigh and said, “Sorry, 
it’s been sold to Dell for $410,- 
000.” But a few days later, 
got it for 410 grand. 
Paramount signed Puzo to do 
the film script for the com­ 
pleted book, for $100,000.

It wasn’t surprising that Jerry West, immersed in 
a colossal slump during the NBA playoffs, should 
receive tons of suggestions on what was wrong with 
his shooting.

Cabaret Fire 
Kills 116 
In Japan 


OSAKA. Japan (AP) - It 
started as a Saturday night ofj 
fun for about 170 hostesses and 
customers in the play town 
cabaret It ended with most of 
them dead. 
Fire on a lower floor trapped 
the crowd in the seventh-floor 
cabaret and even though the 
flames never touched the caba­ 
ret itself, the death toll was 
116, officials said, it was Ja­ 
pan’s worst fire since 107 per­ 
sons perished in a Yokohama 
railroad station fire in 1951. 
On the floor were the bodies 
of 96 persons who died of as­ 
phyxiation. Another 20 persons 
were killed in jumps or falls 
from the seventh floor or the 
roof one story above. Some h3d 
tried to jump to a neighboring 
building. 
The fire cut off electricity, 
putting the cabaret’s elevator 
out of service. The one emer­ 
gency exist was locked, police! 
said. Almost nobody knew how! 
to use the one emergency cloth] 
chute, trying to slide down by

As some began to jump or 
fall, some of the 10,000 specta­ 
tors who quickly gathered in 
the midtown district of bright 
lights shouted: “ Hold out 
longer!” 
Ladders were extended to the 
top floor and some hostesses in 
colorful dresses blackened by 
smoke were brought down. 
Home Affairs Minister Mo* 
tosaburo Tokai, who inspected 
the scene after the nine-hour 
fire had destroyed the build­ 
ing’s second, third and fourth 
floors, said employes of the 
cabaret had not been trained in 
using ermergeney equipment. 
He said rather than guiding 
customers to safety, they tried 
to escape...
